THE GRAND ARMY, 


Exercises at the. National Encamp- 
mentat Denver. 


DENVER, July 24.— The parade and 
review of the Grand Army of the Re- 


- public in national encampment here 


has just been concluded, and never has 
this Western city witnessed’ so. bril- 
liant a spectacle. All the principal 
streets are spauned with numerous 
arches of bunting and_ evergreens, to 
which are appended mottoes of the dif- 
ferent army corps, with the names of 
the principal battles they took part 
in. From every window and house-, 
top are floating. thousands of smaller 
flags and signs of ‘welcome. Pictures 
of Washington, Lincoln and Garfield, 
together with such inscriptions as 
“Welcome,” ‘‘Welcome to the Brave,” 
“Welcome to Colorado,” are numerous. 


To one standing on Fifteenth street, 


up Larimer, the flags 
and evergreens appear -to form 
a complete covering over - the 


street. Two ofthe principal decora- 
tions in the city are- large arches over 


Curtis street, and one between the op- | 


era-house and the St. James is sur- 
mounted by a picture of Grant and 
Sheridan on horseback draped in ever- 
greens,and on one the motto, “We 
will fight 1t out on this line if it takes 
all summer,” and on the other, ‘For- 
ward! Guide right.” The large ever- 
green columns contain the names of 
the principal battles ot the war. The 
other arch is in front of the headquar- 
ters and is also covered with ever- 
greens. One side is inscribed, ‘‘Wel- 
come, Soldiers,” on the other, ‘*Fra- 
ternity, Charity and Loyalty.’’ Among | 
the flags everywhere are other patri- 
mottoes. 
At Camp Vandervoort this morning 
the reveille and the morning gun re- 
called the slumberers to to the duties 
of the day at 5 o’clo¢ék. Shortly after 
6 o’clock breakfast was announced, 
an@ from then until 9 o'clock the ta- 
bles were constantly crowded. At 9. 
o’clock the assembly was sounded for 
the reception exercises and a great 
throng assembled at the grand stand 
erected for the occasion.- Judge Symes 
was elected Chairman and in a brief 
speech introduced Governor Grant, 


-. who delivered an address of welcome 


in behalf of the State. The response 
was given by Commander-in- Chief 
Vandervoort. General Stiuson wel- 
comed the yeterans in behalf of the 
Department of Colorado, and was fol- 
lowed by General John A. Logan, 


* whose speech frequently called forth 


the wildest applause. 
Line was formed at the camp at 2 
o'clock and the procession marched 
through the principal streets. The 
-line of mareh was a little over three 
miles in length. There were fully 
10,000 veterans in line, with nearly as 
many more in the crowd unwilling to 
endure the fatigue of the long march. 
As the column marched througb the 
street it passed in review before Gen- 
eral Slocum, to the music of many 
bands. The cheering was terrific, 
The day passed without an accident. 


The ceremonies were an unqualified 
success. There are fully 75,000 strang-

DORSEY'S DIRT—THE SCAVENGER oF

The New York Sun, irne to its foul 
instincts, has been making itself the 
sewer through which the guilty but 
not {convicted star-router Dorsey has 
been pouring out his filth, his malice 
and his impotent rage against the Re- 
publican officials who took an active 
part in his prosecution.

“nobody can call it a fool.’ It 
has a column and more on 
the Sun’s’ sensation, ridiculing its 
pretensions, and exposing its absurdi- 
ties. after a rasping introduction, ex-

Times characterizes the screed as a 
long story which 1s represented to be 
“a condensation of the celebrated

GENERAL GEORGE CROOK. 


Some Errors Corrected and Some 
Facts Given Conceraing Him. 
General James M. Comly in Toledo (O.) 
Telegram. | 
General Crook just now fiils a large 
space in the newspapers. Some of the 
alleged “ facts”’ are very comiéal. One 
description of the General!’s person, 
which has been largely copied, says he 
- is a large man, over six feet high, with 
sandy hair and whiskers. Another
